Tim - before you go tearing into your 40-40 first get some help and get 
the unit tuned up into a good 50 ohm dummy load and some sort of 
wattmeter that doesn't disturb the circuit. Once you get everything 
tuned up for 1.5 watts then that's your starting point. 


Now my big question to you is - What is your antenna? And are you using 
an antenna tuner? It sounds like you have lots of RF floating all over 
the place and the RF DOES effect this rig adversely. You need a good 
antenna (and it doesn't have to be a 3 element 40 meter beam) to get out. 


OK how do I know - well last night I completed my 40-40 (had already 

built a 30-30). Mounted unit in a special Kodak Christmas 1994 
Commemorative Tin box (I'll be showing my unit at Dayton) and tuned it all 
up uSing my general coverage, transmit enabled hf QRO rig, a Oak Hills 
Research wattmeter and a radio shack 5 watt dummy load. Everything right 
on the money. 


This morning I hooked it up to my random 150 foot wire off my apartment 
balcony and worked Maryland from Newfoundland on 1.5 watts on 40. I use 

a counterpoise ground wire in apartment, an MFJ tuner and I still had some 
rf floating around (I suspect I have aground loop prblem in the earphone 
leads since I put extra grounds in (maybe need to fix that) because of 

the tin case. Anyway it does work and it is all in the antenna and my 
random wire is far from optimum.

Gooday Gang from VK, 


No-one has yet mentioned crimp BNC hardware as used for thin ethernet 
cabling. These go on the cable end in seconds and the crimp joints are very 
reliable. The plugs can be had here for under A$2. 


Of course, you need the proper tooling to fit them - a cable stripper and a 
crimp tool. That's where working at a Computer Centre helps! 


Occasionally I pick up a scrap bit of thinnet cable which makes great patch 
leads. 


When it comes to mounting coax sockets on panels I'd rather drill a 1/2in 
hole for a panel mount BNC than the larger or multiple holes required for 
UHF.

Here is Stuart K5KVH again. On your connectors, Ten Tec uses in the Scout 
some of the Japanese coaxial power connectors for RF, and it works fine even 
at 50 watts! 


You could use them in the different sizes they come in and use different micro 
and mini headphones plugs and sockets to have less expensive connectors. 
Also, so the module would only plug in the one correct way. 


Also, at low power, the various plastic connectors used in VCR's , CD 
equipement, etc. could be used for audio, power, RF, as the dimensions are 
nowhere near the wavelength, and the plastic is adequately low loss, 
especially at QRP. You could get these from junked radios, VCR's, CD 
equipment and high £1 equipment at little to no cost from a repair shop, or 
junk. In VCR's I have even seen on board micro coax connections that could be 
reused. It it works for video frequencies, it will work at 80M and above!

Spent quite a bit of time this weekend going through the MFJ 9030 & 9040 
with the spectrum analyzer, etc. to spec it out. Will be posting the 
numbers in the next day or two. 


But for POWER, I measured the following in determining the transmitter 
efficiency based on RF out and battery current (dc input power). 
DC INPUT CURRENT INPUT POWER ~~ RF OUT EFFICIENCY 


-4 Amps 5.4 Watts .8 W 15% 
-42 A 5.6 W 1.0 W 18% Vin=13.4v from 
-58 A 7.8 W 2.0 W 26% MFJ AC charger 
.68 A 9.1 W 3.0 W 33% adapter 
.85 A 11.4 W 4.0 W 35% 
.95 A 12.7 W 4.5 W 35% 

1.10 A 14.7 W 5.0 W 34% 

1.20 A 16.1 W 5.4 W 34% 


5W output quite clean (2nd harmonic was -48db 9030 and -34db 9040), but 
at 5.4W and above, ooooh, it got ugly lookin'! 


Battery current measured at input of rig (i.e., includes RX drain and the 
CW filter, no keyer) so does not reflect true XMTR efficiency. Our Bird 
wattmeter not available at the moment, so output power based on comparing 
readings into dummy load on a HP 435A power meter and attenuator pads and 
also on a Tektronix 7L13 spectrum analyzer (+36dBm with attenuators). 

I will be repeating the test when our Bird meter gets back from one of our 
remote antenna sites. We have a 5 and 7.5W plugin on the Birds. 


Output power on above may be in some error due to uncertainty of actual 
attenuation offered by the pads used, but should be within 10%, if not 
better. Will repost above with corrections after using the Bird wattmeter. 


Readings were within a few milliamps between the 9030 and 9040, although I 
could never get the 9030 much above 3W. Fixed the biasing on Q8 and I now 
get a touch over 4.5W. I found the output power on the MFJ power/SWR 
antenna tuner thingie (OK ... I forgot the model number, sorry) to be about 
@.5W HIGH on the 6W scale. Adjusted the internal trimmer (one closest to 
the meter and nearest the left hand side) to bring it into above scaling. 
While had the antenna tuner torn open, I applied some rub off letters to 
show 1-2-3-4-5-6 (dreamer) watts instead of that stupid conversion 
algorithm you have to go through. 


Anway, hope the above numbers help. While standard disclaimers apply, like 
I may not have the foggiest idea what I'm doing, proceed at your own risk. 
(Ox better ... how'd I know this test equipment was waiting for repair?) 
Simply using the 35% efficiency factor above 3W or so of input power vs. 
output power should give you a quick indicator if your power meter is in the 
ball park or out on strike. (Gee, was that a pun?)

Have completed building my Sierra modified with 10 custom features. So, for 
anyone interested, here is the final feature list. By the way, there is 
still xPlentyx of extra room inside, so please send me mail to tell me what 
I'm missing. Serious suggestions only (hi). 


With all of these features, the Sierra weighs in at only 2 lbs, 3 oz; and 
draws 38 mA on receive, with marker generator and LED turned off. Here's the 
WA3ULH *TOP TEN WAYS TO MODIFY YOUR SIERRAx: 


10) Rear Panel Mounted Fuse 
9) Rear panel pot for changing power output to QRPp. Goes down to about 20 
mA, and preserves a very nice waveform shape at 20 mA. 


8) Rear panel switch attenuator for going to microwatts. 4 switches, each 
with a divide by 10 level of attenuation. 

7) Miniature LED Lamp behind tuning dial (switchable on/off). Draws 20 mA 
when turned on. 

6) Frequency Marker Generator from the ARRL handbook (Also switchable 
on/off). Draws 70 mA when turned on, but is only used for brief spots. 

5) CMOS Logikeyer II, which is on all of the time. Sidetone hooked into 
headphones and speaker. 

4) Built-in 2.25-inch 8 ohm speaker. Mounted vertically in the left rear of 
the unit. Fancy pattern of holes drilled in Sierra case. 

3) Swapped PL-259 for the standard BNC antenna connector. 

2) Integrated Brass Racer paddle works underneath the rig. Cables run 
internal to rig. 

1) RIT modification. Piggybacked a 47K resistor on RIT range resistor, 
increasing range from +/- 2 Khz to +/- 3.5 Khz. Enables split frequency DX 
work, with no loss of VFO stability.
